IMPORTANT PRECEDENCE WITH AMATEUR RADIO ANTENNA AND 
MAST INSTALLATIONS 


After an 8 year battle with neighbours and just about every conceivable author- 
ity, Dennis Wells, ZS1AU, has made an important breakthrough with his mast 
and antennae installations at his home in Durbanville. 


Stemming mainly from an awkward neighbour who didn’t like the tower and 
antennae when it was initially installed, Dennis has stood up to all manner of 
demands from the Municipality, ICASA, etc., to either remove his installation 
or shut down his station. 


Just 3 weeks ago, the whole matter was brought to a surprising conclusion with 
a letter from the Public Defender, stating that Dennis, having complied with 
the existing rules and regulations, must be allowed to continue with his hobby 
without further harassment by any of the parties concerned. This would include 
not having to make any changes to his mast or antenna installation. 


Dennis says that throughout the 8 year saga, he made sure that at all times 
his amateur station was maintained in good working order and was kept neat 
and tidy, and where possible he complied with the various instructions issued 
by authorities, this in order not to introduce other factors that could blur the 
main issue. Dennis also states that he is very thankful to the SARL, who gave 
him invaluable assistance with negotiations with ICASA. He also appreciates 
the assistance of local amateurs who helped him with problems such as clearing 
up of interference on a neighbours telephone, etc.
